* A NOTE ON THE AUSTRALIAN PERIPATOPS1D.E. 

Several years ago I came to the conclusion (Science, vol. 27, No. 694, Apr. 17, 1908, 
p. 620) that Ooperipalus oviparus Dendy deserved a distinctive generic naine, and that 
the O. insignis of Bouvier (Annales des Sciences naturelles, 9e s£rie, torne 5,1907, p.267) 
from Tasmania could not retain the naine assigned to it, the original insignis häving 
been a different animal. 

At the request of Mr. A. II. Clark I now give the new naines considered necessary 
iii this connection: (1) Symperipatus, gen. nov., for Symj)eripatus oviparus (Peripatus 
oviparus) Dendy; (2) Ooperipatus spenceri, nom. nov., for the species deseribed by 
Bouvier under the name of Ooperipatus insignis .— T. I). A. Cockerell.
